KARACHI (AP) — Police fired 
on a crowd of protesters Friday, 
kill wig at least one man and 
wounding 13 others after a bomb 
shattered a police vehicle in run- 
ning street battles in Karachi. In 
other unrelated incidents, hun- 
dreds of riot police battled pro- 
testers Friday in the eastern city 
of Lahore, firing tear gas and 
launching baton charges in 
dashes that left about 50 people 
injured. 

Speakes bids farewell 

WASHINGTON (R) — A spirit 
of good feeling pervaded the 
White House bnefing room Fri- 
day as dep a rt in g presidential 
spokesman Larry Speakes 
offered cake and apologies to 
reporters with whom he has often 
battled. Friday's briefing, which 
Speakes said was his 2,000th since 
he became chief White House 
spokesman in 1981, opened with 
a musical farewell to Speakes by 
some White House aides.

N’DJAMENA (R) — Chad re- 
ported fresh Libyan air raids on a 
government-held oasis in the fax 
north west of the country, saying 
it was pounded by MiG planes 
and helicopter gunships. 
N’Djamena Radio, virtually -the 
only source of information on the 
fighting which broke out in die 
north last mouth, said the outpost 
of Zooar, on the edge of the 
Ubesti Mountains, cazne under 
continuous bombing Friday 
morning.

Jets hit supertanker near Bandar Khomeini 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq reported 
intensive air raids on targets in eight Ira- 
nian towns and cities Friday, including a 
telecommunication station and fuel pump- 
ing facilities. 


A military spokesman said Ira- 
qi jets made “destructive" raids 
on the Shfite Muslim centre of 
Qom, just south of Tehran, and 
the western Iranian towns of Dez- 
ful, Arak, Borajeid, Bam and 
Dehloran. 

He said jets destroyed a tele- 
communication station and two 
fuel pumping stations at Kerman- 
shah and a pumping station at 
Khorramabad. Both dries are 
also in western Iran. 

B aghdad 's ruling Baalh Party 
newspaper, A1 Thawra, said Iraq 
would continue to hit Iranian 
towns and dries until it forced 
Iran to accept a just solution to 
the 6V4-year war. 

Both sides have reported 
mounting casualties in an upsurge 
in the “war of the cities” follow- 
ing an Iranian ground thrust laun- 
ched on Jan. 9 on the southern 
front. 

A military spokesman said Ira- 
qi jets launched a destructive raid 


Friday on a “large naval target” 
— Baghdad’s usual term for an 
oQ tanker or a merchant vessel — 
off Iran in the northern Golf. 

Regional shipping sources were 
not immediately able to verify the 
daim. 

A High Command communi- 
que said Iraqi warplanes and heli- 
copter gunships flew 478 combat 
missions Friday to attack Iranian 
troop build-ups on the southern 
war front. 

It said the raids wiped out large 
numbers of enemy troops while 
more than 100 I ranian army vehi- 
cles were destroyed. 

Iranian artillery shelled the 
southern dty of Basra and the 
northern border town of Sayyed- 
Sadeq, kilting three civilians and 
wounding 19 others, the com- 
munique said. 

It also said an Iranian warplane 
killed six civilians and injured 15 
when it bombed the northern 
town of Snlefinaniyeh- 


Iraq said its warplanes raided 
Iranian oQ and gas installation^ at 
Bandar-e Mashur in the northern 
Gulf Friday. 

A High Command communi- 

S te said 24 aircraft took part in 
c raid at 10:15 a.m. (0715 
GMT), destroying a gas produc- 
ing plant and oil ranks and tillin g 
“very large numbers of enemy 
forces." 

A supertanker berthed at the 
te rminal , about 15 kilometres 
north east of the Iranian port of 
Bandar Khomeini, was also hit 
and destroyed, the communique 
said. 

“Our brave pilots left no- 
thing... intact Huge columns of 
fire ami black smoke covered a 20 
by 60 kilometres area over the 
te rmin al after the attack," it 
added. 

Oil industry sources in Europe 
said the terminal, which has been 
attacked in the past, is used by 
Iran to import liquefied pet- 
roleum gas and possibly pet- 
roleum products.

OIC stand strengthens Iraqi position

The fifth s ummi t of the Organisa- 
tion of Islamic Conference (OIC) 
concluded its meetings here on 
Thursday without reaching a 
practical step that would contri- 
bute to ending the IranTraq war 
and observers expect a serious 
escalation in the seven-year-old 
Moody conflict. 

The resolutions endorsed by 
the summit have strengthened the 
Iraqi political stand even though 
they reQ short of any condemna- 
tion of the latest Iranian offensive 
against Iraq. Observers here be- 
lieve that the summit’s conven- 
ing, despite Iranian protests, in 
itself was “a success and a victory 
for Iraq.” 

Yet in practical terms, the di- 
vided Arab stands and the abs- 
ence of a coherent Islamic posi- 
tion on the war have made the 
conference another wasted 
opportunity to find a peaceful 
settlement for the Gulf war. 

Moreover, the Fifth Islamic 
Summit has in effect marked the 
end of the OICs goodwill com- 
mittee which has been trying for 
six years to mediate between the 
two warring countries. 

Id his press conference follow- 
ing the dosing session of the 
summit on Thursday, Kuwaiti 
Deputy Prime Minis ter and Fore- 
ign Minister Sabah AJ Ahmad 
raid that the committee would 
still resume its functions. But 


'Other senior- Arab officials told 
die Jordan -Times that although 
there was no resolution to dis- 
solve the committee "it was not 
possible for its members to re- 
sume their mission after an Iraqi 
declaration, during the confer- 
ence, that Baghdad would no 
longer cooperate with it.” 

The summit has also foiled to 
form a high-level delegation to 
visit Tehran and Baghdad in a 
final attempt to bring about a 
peaceful solution that will end the 
bloodletting in the Gulf. 

According to analysts, the col- 
lapse of intensive efforts by a 
number of OIC membeT coun- 
tries to come out with a practical 
step that conld contribute to set- 
tling the Iran-baq conflict is due 
to the following factors: 

The differences which surfaced 
among members of the goodwill 
committee who foiled to agree on 
an approach towards Tehran’s 
rejection, so far, of all Arab and 
Islamic peace initiatives and its 
faqgtencc on “a condemnation 
and punishment" of Iraq for 
"starting the war." While some 
members of the committee be- 
lieved that Baghdad “should be 
condemned for allegedly using 
chemical weapons" others pinned 
all b lame on Tehran for not re- 
sponding to the committee’s 
peace initiatives. 

— A belief held by Iraq and 
some other Islamic and Arab 
countries that certain committee 
members "have a vested interest

in the continuation of the war.” 
Turkey and Pakistan, in particu- 
lar, were accused by a number of 
OIC members as benefittmg from 
the prolongation of the war. 
Sources dose to the two countries 
strongly denied the accusations 
Much increased tensions within 
the committee. 

— Objections by some Islamic 
countries (mainly Malaysia and 
Indonesia) to the membership of 
tiie Palestine liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) in the committee, 
especially that PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat had made it dear 
that he was folly supporting the 
Iraqi position. It has to be noted, 
however, that the PLO has not 
severed contacts with the Iranian 


government and had tried to play 
an active role during the confer- 
ence to form an “acceptable'’ 
delegation to visit Tehran. 

— Fear by some countries of 
the Iranian threats prior to the 
convening of the conference. 
“Like in all other conferences, 
there were countries which were 
arguing that it was not wise to 
provoke Tehran or dam the door 
to future mediation efforts,” a 
well informed source said. “But it 
was also basically fear of the 
Iranian threat which prevented 
many countries from endorsing 
any condemnation of Tehran,” 
the source added.

New report says Waite 
detained by kidnappers 


Boy dies when bombs 
hit east, west Beirut 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — The 
Lebanese weekly magazine which 
exposed U.S. anus sale to Iran 
said Friday missing British envoy 
Terry Waite was under house 
arrest and possibly kidnapped. 

The report came as Draze mili- 
tia chief Walid Junblatt stepped 
into the search for Mr. Waite and 
several sources said the hostage 
.negotiator had been seal in 
Lebanon’s eastern Befcaa Valley. 

Mr. JnnWatt’s mfli tram en were 
in charge of Mr. Waite’s security 
whenever possible after be ar- 
rived in Lebanon on Jan. 12 in a 
bid to free Western hostages. He 
has sow been missing for 10 
days. 

Ash-Shiraa magazine quoted 
an unidentified senior Muslim 
spiritual leader as saying: "There 
is a possibility Terry Waite has 
been abducted." 

It quoted other sources “dose 
to M arina fundamentalist quar- 
ters” as saying Mr. Waite was 
under house arrest “to force the 
United Stales and the West to 
respond to the demands of the 
captois, while Mr. Waite is in 
their hands.” .

Mr. Waite had held face-to-face 
meetings with the Tciamif jihad 
pwly war) group, which is hold- 
ing hostages and demanding the 
release of 17 prisoners jailed in 
Kuwait for then- part in a series of 
1983 bomb attacks there.

BEIRUT (R) — Two bombs 
blasted east and west Beinit with- 
in minutes of one another Friday, 
witnesses said. 

Initial radio reports said a man 
and an eight-year-old boy were 
killed and several people were 
injured in Christian east Beirut. 
There were no immediate reports 
of casualties in mainl y Muslim 
west Beirut explosion. 

In the second bomb attack in 
east Beirut this year, a car rigged 
with TNT was detonated in the 
fashionable shopping district of 
Zalka, sending shards of razor- 
sharp glass scything 500 metres 
among shoppers. 

Shops blazed and a huge col- 
umn of Mack smoke curled into 
the sky above the Christian zone, 
witnesses reported. 

Twisted telegraph poles, burnt 
water mains and blocks of shat- 
tered masonry blocked the path 
of rescue workers stumbling 
through acrid smoke to reach 
survivors. 

Intense beat from fires forced 
many people shouting for news of 
friends and relatives to stand 
back as wri fitiamen armed with 
Kalashniko v rifles cordoned off 


the area. 

In west Beirut, witnesses said a 
bomb ripped through a restaurant 
several hundred metres away 
from Shatila Palestinian refugee 
camp, scene of four months of 
fighting between ShTite Muslim 
gunmen and Palestinian com- 
mandos. 

Car bombs killed 152 people in 
Lebanon last year and other ex-, 
plosive devices claimed 33 lives. 
Muslim militias executed 13 peo- 
ple during 1986 for what they said 
was involvement in west Beinit 
bomb attacks. 

The Sunni Muslim "Voice of 
foe Homeland" radio said there 
were no casualties in the res- 
taurant blast. 

It was not immediately dear if 
the west Beirut bombing was 
finked in any way to Palestiman- 
Shi’ite feuding in which more 
than 720 people have been killed 
over foe past 16 weeks. 

An east Beinit shopkeeper said 
the bomb tore through Zalka as a 
bus packed with saioolchildren 
halted nearby. 

“I saw a schoolboy tying on foe 
ground, his clothes ripped and 
soaked with blood,” be said. 
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Ghazwan" Forces, a major- 
general who was not named, told 
foe Defence Ministry newspaper 
Al Qadisiya that Iranian forces 
remained besieged in a “killing 
zone” near Fish Lake, a huge 
reservoir 13 kilometres east of 
Basra. 

In Washington the Defence 
Department said Friday an esti- 
mated 45,000 Iranian and 20,000 
Iraqi troops have been killed or 
wounded around the Iraqi dty of 
Basra since Dec. 24, but the Gulf 
war is virtually stalemated. 

“Iraqi casualties, which are 
staggering considering foe size of 
their population, nevertheless are 
quite substantially less than the 
Iranian casualties,'’ spokesman 
Bob Sims told reporters. 

He said fierce fighting con- 
tinued around the southern bor- 
der city and that Ir anian forces 
held an eight square kilometre 
piece of Iraqi territory about 10 
kilometres east of Basra, a posi- 
tion they held a week ago. 

“Recent Iranian territorial 
gains have been negated by a 
large Iraqi counter-attack during 
the past three or four days. The 
disposition of Iranian forces is 
essentially the same as it was 
about a week ago," Sims said.

TEHRAN (R) — Iran Friday 
rejected as “useless” the final 
communique of tbe Islamic sum- 
mit in Kuwait which called for an 
immediate Gulf war ceasefire and 
peace talks.

Iran boycotted foe summit of

Islamic Conference -(OIC) , which 
ended Thursday, because of 
Kuwait’s support for Iraq in the 
war. 

Tbe statement attacked foe 
OIC for inviting Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosm Mubarak, calling it a

foe OIC and aspirations of foe 
Islamic World.”

Israeli troops kill 
Arab youth in Gaza 


TEL AVIV (R) — A Palestinian 
yoL **i shot by Israeli paramilitary 
polics during a demonstration in 
foe occupied Gaza Strip died of 
his wounds overnight, prompting 
fears, of fresh violence in tbe 
troubled area. 

A spokesman for Beersheba's 
Soroka Hospital said 17-year-old 
Ahmed Al Astal died of severe 
chest wounds despite undergoing 
surgery by Israeli specialists. 

Military sources said he was shot' 
as he tried to escape from police 
who had arrested him after a 
demonstration in the Gaza town 

Of Khan Younis. 

Tbe protest was the latest in 
two weeks of unrest sparked by 
Israel’s expulsion of a suspected 
local commando youth leader, 
Muhammad Dahlan. 

Al Astal was foe first Palesti- 
nian to be killed by Israeli troops 
in tbe occupied Arab territories 
since a wave of unrest in early 
December, during which troops 
shot dead four Arab youths. 

Two other Gaza youths were 
wounded try gunfire Thursday but 
it was not immediately (dear who 
shot (hem, militaiy sources said. 
They were treated at an Israeli 
hospital in Ashketon. 

The army delayed confirmation 
of Al Astal’s death in an apparent 
effort to avert fresh demonstra- 
tions on Friday. 

Security sources said they 
feared further serious unrest was 
probable once the news spread in 
the teeming Gaza Strip, where 
600,000 Palestinians — mostly 
refugees — have lived under 
Israeli occupation once the 1967 
Middle East war. 


In foe Sftwan district of Arab 
East Jerusalem, foe tyres of 25 
cars were slashed overnight by 
suspected Jewish extremists, 
police sources said. 

An inscription in Hebrew was 
daubed on one car, reading “the 
blood of tbe killed ones." 

Adjacent to foe Jewish quarter 
of Jerusalem's Old City, Sdwan is 
said by Israeli ultra-nationalists to 
be a centre of sympathies for foe 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion. 

There have been several 
attacks against Arab property in 
Silwan since last October when 
an Israeli was killed and 69 others 
injured by hand grenades thrown 
into a crowded parking lot there. 
Two of the three Palestinians 
arrested after the attack were 
Silwan inhabitants. 

Meanwhile Arab business lead- 
ers have presented Israeli officials 
with 21 demands during what 
both sides said Thursday were 
major talks aimed at bolstering 
the economies of Israeli-occupied 
territories. 

Israeli and Palestinian sources 
told Renters that more than 40 
Arab representatives, including 
foe heads of all eight West Bank 
Chambers of Commerce, 
attended the meeting at Beth- 
lehem Town Hall. 

Shnracl Goren, in charge of 
administering the occupied terri- 
tories, agreed to the opening in

ABU DHABI (Agencies) — 
President Hosni Mubarak arrived 
Friday on foe first visit by an 
Egyptian head of state to foe 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) 

; since it broke ties with Cairo over 
its 1979 peace treaty with Israel. 

The Egyptian leader, who flew 
in from Muscat, was warmly 
embraced by UAE President 
Sheikh Zaid Ibn Sultan Al 
Nahayan at foe airport. 

Mr. Mubarak visited Oman af- 
ter attending the Organisation of 
Islamic Conference (OIC) sum- 
mit in Kuwait Egypt was read- 
mitted to the 46-member group in 
1984 after a five-year suspension. 

Informed sources said Sheikh 
Zaid and Mr. Mubarak would 
discuss latest Arab developments 
and tbe Iran-Iraq war. The Egyp- 
tian leader held similar talks with 
Sultan Qaboos of Oman. 

Mr. Mubarak’s tour, which fol- 
lowed a series of private contacts 
with OIC summit leaders, has 
added momentum to his drive to 
restore Egypt to tbe Arab fold. 

The sources said Sheikh Zaid 
has invited Mr. Mubarak to visit 
foe UAE when foe two leaders 
met in Kuwait. Mr. Mubarak also 
had talks with King Fahd of Saudi 
Arabia and other leaders. 

Diplomatic sources described 
foe meetings as an important step 
towards normalising ties between 
Egypt and Arab countries, most 
of which have accorded embassy 
Status to Egyptian interest sec- 
tions at their capitals. 

“Only the name of embassy is 
not there,” one Egyptian official 
said, adding that the absence of 
diplomatic ties did not prevent 
cooperation between countries. 

All Arab countries, except 
Oman, Sudan and Somalia, 
broke ties with Egypt in 1979.

affection for Jordan, her King and 
her people. He went on later to 
command the Arab Force in Aden 
from 1961 to 1964. In 1984 be 
wrote a biography of Giubb 
Pasha, which was published by 
Collins in London and in April 
1986 be delivered an address on- 
the occasion of General Glubb’s 
memorial service in Westminster 
Abbey. 

General Lunt was born in 1917 
and joined the British Army in 
1937 from Sandhurst. He served 
in India and Burma' during the 
Second World War. His account 
of the British retreat from Burma 
in 1942 was published earlier th« 
year by Collins in London. On his 
retirement from the army in 1972, 
Lunt was appointed bursar of 



Wad ham Coliege, Oxford, of 
which college he is now an 
emeritus fellow, having retired as 
bursar in 1983. He is an honorary 
M_A. of Oxford University and a 
Fellow of the Royal Geographical 
and Royal Historical Societies, as 
well as being well known in British 
academic circles as a military 
historian. Lunt has written eleven 
books, published both in Britain 
and the USA. 

His biography of King Hussein, 
which is to be published in Britain 
by Macmillan and by Morrow in 
the USA, will be his twelfth book. 
He hopes to complete it m time for 


publication in 1989 or 1990, 
depending on how loogitwOI take 
him to complete the necessary 
research. 

General Lunt was in Amman at 
the end of last August for the 
purpose of an interview with His 
Majesty. He has recently returned 
from the USA where among 
others he met with Dr. Henry 
Kissinger and former U.S. 
Ambassador in Amman' Dean 
Brown. He plans to return to the 
States in early February next year 
and hopes to spend two to three, 
weeks m Joitian during late 
March-early April to pursue his 
research. He says he still needs to 
speak to several people before he 
can dear the decks and get down 
to writing the biography. He lives 
near Oxford, and is married with' 
two children and four 
grandchildren.

AMMAN — Greater Amman 
Mayor Abdul Ra’ouf "Al 
Rawabdeh said Friday that plans 
were underway to purchase plastic 
shades to be used by vendors 
operating in Amman’s three 
popular markets located in the 
areas of Jabal Amman , Al Abdali 
and Marka.

producers to self directly to - the 
consumer in a bid to lower foe cost 
of production and to make- 
products less expensive to the 
public. 

Evaluating these three 
experiments, Mr. Rawabdeh said 
foe Greater Amman Municipality 
was constantly -following-up on 
foe projects and assessing their 
pros and cons. “In the near future, 
we hope to expand foe projects to 
cover each of the Greater 
Amman’s areas and districts,” Mr. 
Rawabdeh told Petra. 

Mr. Rawabdeh said that plans 
are being reviewed to close certain 
streets to traffic and to let vendors 
sell their products through- 
specialised vehicles. 

The Jabal A mman market ■ 
opens on Thursdays, and Al 
Abdali and foe Marka popular 
souk opens on Mondays and 
Sundays respectively. 

Mr. Abdul Fattah Al Haxnran. 
who is responsible for foe popular 
markets pproject, said that in 
Jordan there are three types of 
markets — central, specialised 
and popular markets. The central 
market, he said, was targeted 
towards providing an atmosphere 
forsellers to raise foe price of their 
products through competition. 
The specialised markets, be said, 
aimed at providing reasonable 
prices for consumers through 
competition and operate on 
international models where all 
goods are available to the 
customer and shops are rented to 
vendors at reasonble prices. 

The popular market, he' 
continued, serve the farmers since 
they can sell their products 
directly to the consumer without 
any middlemen or agents. 

Souks 

Mr. Hamran added that the 
consumer was also being served 
from souks since they are exposed 
to a wide and cheaper variety of 
commodities due to foe direct 
producer-customer relationship. 

In addition to selling 
agricultural produce, these 
popular souks also display a wide 
variety of food supplies, 
detergents and clothes as well as 
other miscellaneous items. 

To prevent any potential 
-monopoly on the part of the 
vendors, the Greater Amman 
Munknpality has a controller at 
these markets to make sure that- 
the hygiene aspects erf the area as 
well as foe quality of foods on- 
display are in accordance .with set

A1 Ra’i: King’s address draws praise 


KING Hussein's address to the fifth Islamic s ummi t meeting in 
Kuwait has drawn positive reaction from Arab and Islamic masses 
and the attention of many information and news agencies network, 
throughout the world. Many analysts and observers regarded the 
King's speech as a genuine voice of conscience that found its way to 
the minds and hearts of Islamic leaders and their people. Hie 
King’s speech urged the Arab and Muslim nations to work for 
stopping the Golf war so that efforts and resources can be pooled 
for die sake of liberating die occupied Arab territories from Israeli 
occupation. This call alerted the Islamic leaders and their peoples 
to the need for safeguarding their interests and holy shrines. But 
the King made it dear in his speech that no liberation can be 
achieved unless the Arabs and Muslims first ended the Gulf conflict 
which continues to sap their resources and their power, rendering 
them weak and in a state of disintegration. What the Arabs and 
M uslims need at present, the King said, is an end to all internal 
conflicts as a first step towards taking action that ran deter the 
Israelis from committing further aggression on the Arab countries. 
The King’s speech was therefore welcomed by ^rab and Islami c 
. nations because it is a call for life and for safeguarding dignity and 
national interests and rights. 

A1 Dustour: Hope for an Arab summit 

PERHAPS the side meetings among Arab and Islamic leaders in 
Kuwait constituted part of the success of the Islamic conference 
because many of them had not met for years, and a number of 
them were separated due to differences in views. Perhaps these side 
meetings will lead to a formal meeting among heads of Arab 
countries and a total reconciliation among these leaders thus, 
reflecting positively on the joint Arab action. If this happens, the_ 
Islamic summit will have achieved a great thing for die Arabs, 
enhancing their unity and bringing them together for common 
action. Needless to say that divisions among Arabs reflects 
negatively on the Islamic nations as well as the Arab masses and 
tend to weaken the Arab Nation’s status internationally. We 
believe that the side meetings among ArabJeaders in Kuwait came 
as a result of strenuous efforts on the part of a number of Arabs 
heads of state who are genuinely concerned about Arab interests, 
and want to pool efforts for die common cause. We hope that the 
side meetings in Kuwait will lead to the opening of the way for 
enabling the Arabs to regain their solidarity and bolster their 
cooperation and their coordination.

A1 Ra’i: Summit rejects deals with Israel 

THE final communique issued at the end of- the Islami c summit 
meetings in Kuwait on Th onlay presented die final say, when it 
rejected totally all agreement and individual initiatives and called 
for not establishing any direct or indirect relations with Israel and 
for applying provisions of Islamic boycott of the Zionist entity. The 
conferees, by doing so, have reiterated their total rejection of 
returning Camp David umbrella to this region, and stressed the 
necessity for making every possible effort to implement the Arab 
peace plan and stressed the importance of holding an international 
peace conference to solve the Palestine question and the Middle 
East conflict. The communique also carried a dear cut and straight 
forward reference that the United Nations Security Council 
Resolution 242 does not form the sound basis for achieving the 
sought solution to the Palestine question. However the communi- - 
que criticised harshly the U.S. policy in the region and blamed the 
U.S. -Israeli strategic alliance for the escalation of tension in the 
region arid called on Arab and Muslim countries to counter this 
alhance. 


A1 Dustour: Summit endorses conference 

THE 5th Islamic summit, which concluded its meetings in Kuwait 
on Thursday stressed the necessity for enhancing soliaarity among 
Muslim countries and stressed the need for achieving a just and 
durable solution to the Palestine question, being the core of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict The important resolutions adopted during the 
summit are capable of putting an end to the problems and crises of 
-die Muslim world and can contribute to stengtbeaing relations 
among these countries, thus enabling them to live up to the 
challenges facing diem. The conferees supported Jordan’s proposal 
for holding an international peace conference, considering it the 
proper forum for establishing a just and comprehensive peace in the 
region. The international peace conference leaves no chance for 
Israel and the United States to continue their tricks. The Muslim 
leaders who took part in the conference unanimously agreed on the 
necessity for intensifying contacts with the European group with a 
view to urging them to play a better role in establishing peace in the 
region. The Muslim leaders also considered all Israeli legislations in 
the occupied Arab territories as nun and void, including the Israeli 
settlements in the occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip, because 
such legislations and decisions were enforced in violation of the 
United Nations charter and norms and the emtised code of 
conduct. The conference's recommendations reflected the interest 
expressed by the Islamic world leaders to spare die bloodshed now 
in Lebanon, Afghanistan, Iran and Iraq. 

SawtAIShaab: Summit calls for end to war 

THE 5th Islamic summit conference opened the door wide for 
achieving what is possible under the prevailing political conditions. 
The summit has succeeded in attracting Muslim and Arab leaders to 
Kuwait to pursue the interests of the group, despite Iran's challenge 
an its attempts to obstruct the convening of the conference. The 
conference’s final communique carried an invitation to die two 
Muslim countries, Iraq and Iran, to end all military hostilities and 
to withdraw their armies to their internationally recognised 
borders, both to swap prisoners of war and to negotiate a peaceful 
end to the conflict. However, the conferees did not say how will 
these measures be initiated. Are they going to be initiated by the 
formation of an pan-Islamic peace force to disengage the warring 
forces or by supporting Iraq to counter the Iranian aggression? The 
problem remains pending as long as the Iranians are pressing ahead 
with their destructive war against Iraq, which has responded 
positively to calk for ending the war. Therefore, the conference’s 
decisions wifl only serve as “moral pressure on Tehran.” as the 
Pakistani President Zia U1 Haq put it

The world of Islam: A world of problems 


THE Fifth Islamic Summit Conference -was finally held in Kuwait. 
That it was finally convened to consider matters of import an ce to 
die Islamic World, indeed the whole world, was itself a triumph. It 
came at a time when the whole world of Islam seemed to have lost 
heart and almost despaired that its leaders can at least meet. For 
die mere meeting, in itself, is not only a certain level of agreement 
and solidarity, but also a candle that keeps alive the hope of 
co n certed, or at least coordinated dunking aim perhaps action. The 

world of Islam, part of the Third World, should learn from those in 
the west, who, however deep their differences may be, maintain a 
level of contact that oils the joints, and helps smooth over the 
difficult spots. 

It is sot so easy to maintain the tension when eye meets eye 
smoothing the path for a hesitant touch, perhaps an eventual 
embrace. Differences that seem so great at a distance di m i n ish with 
dialogue; adversaries begin to seek a compromise and ways to save 
each other's face. Foreigners are often puzzled at how easily 
especially the Arab leaders, reconcile with each other. Such a trait 
in our character is indicative of a certain gentleness, a spirit of 
compromise. Above all it indicates that human relationships are 
often as important as principles. In its universality Islam has always 
spoken of die brotherhood of man and in that brotherhood's mercy 
and care for the feelings of others, is often above justice. 

It is a colourful world, proud of its past accomplishments, 
confused, in disarray and often melancholy because of ns present. 
However beleaguered, it always looks towards the future. Though 
currently stained with blood and many conflicts, like foe multi- 
coloured coat of Joseph, it remains beautiful. It is a world that is 


still alive, debating with Itself and with mhos; whither is the proper 
direction? Hie past is beautiful, and only painfully slowly is it 
learning that the past is past, but the seeds of hope are there and 
hopefully will beta the proper fruit. 

Our leaden with their colourful dothes, beautiful colours, 
ancient tongues, different experiences and cultures weave a 
tapestry of originality unmatched by any other segment of 
humanity. The white, the Mack, foe red and the yellow blend in a 
fine and gentle melody whose major theme is a Muazzni’s call: 
ADaba Akbar ; God is great. I hope that this call will not be an 
unheeded cry in an e mp ty vale and that these leaders will shoulder 

foe responsibilities that they have often shunned. The responsibili- 
ties are great, too great to be solved in one meeting or many, but a 
start should be made. No magic solutions are demanded; only that 
they make the effort. 

Our problems are too many, not foe least of which is that our 
heritage has been distorted, our image maligned and our very 
existence is under attack. The catalogue of problems is too 
expansive, too diverse to cover in foQ. Where does one start? With 
the Iran-Iratj war so senseless a butchery as to please only the heart 
of foe Shaimrs and Kissingers? With the Polisario uprising and the 
wasted blood on the sands of the Sahara? With foe Palestine 
problem where the Holy of Holies, Jerusalem, remains in chains? 
Or should we begin with Chad where we need another conflict like 
we need leprosy? Or with the handsome Sudanese, who while 
fighting the ravages of famine and foe damage erf Numdri, are 
trying to maintain their territorial integrity? With Afghanistan, that 


high plateau sitting on top of tbe world and its turbased warriors 
Sing for their way of life? Or should « discuss Ethiopia 
nibbling dfligenfly at our ex tr e mi ty while efficiently swallowing 
Eritrea? Maybe one should start with the problems of Muslim 

minorities in other lands in this wide, wide world? 

These are but few of tbe many major problems. That foe Arab 

world, part erf the world of Islam, has become easily penetrable is 
another. Power can be met aaly with power; that is foe nature of 
things. And wink we must cany a dialogue with tbe rest of tbe 

world we must maintain our own. We must also face foe greatest 
problem of all, that of development. Without a steady pace along 

the path erf socio-economic development we will remain an easy 
target for dkeaceie from within and attacks from without. We axe a 
culture that is fi gh ting for the preservation of its soul in a rapidly 
changing wmM, and unless we change fast in fob alien environment 
we wifl become an anachronism, an extinct creature. Again, in the 
Arab world, m i n ia t ure of the world of Islam, there are glaring and 
Tigl y contrasts. Not only regionally or within countries, but even 
wffofa our cities and towns there is too much injustice, too much 
contrast In a world of injustice there arc pockets erf prosperity 
holding dearly to their privilege. Our cities are divided between the 
fabulously wealthy and the abjectly poor. In the Holy. Koran ir is 
ctiri, “spend of that where with we have provided you ” (2:254). If 
there should be no justice in the same bouse there would be no 
justice anywhere. If there is a terrible winter sadness in my words it 
is because it is a reflection of the cfaffly winter of our lives: a winter 
to be followed by spring, we hope. 


Islamic summit resolutions address Mideast, Gulf war, Afghanistan 


KUWAIT (R) — Following are 
excerpts from a communique 
issued by foe fifth Organisation of 
Islamic Conference (OIC) sum- 
mit at its dosing session. 

Hie sunlit: 

— Reaffirmed the need for an 
early convening of an internation- 
al conference on peace in the 
Middle East under foe auspices of 
the United Nations and with foe 
participation of all parties con- 
cerned including the PLO on an 
equal footing, and foe participa- 
tion of the permanent members 
of foe Security Council to achieve 
a just and lasting settlement of 
the Palestine question and foe 
Middle East conflict. 

— Called for the convening of 
a preparatory committee to facili- 
tate the holding of an internation- 


al conference. 

— Condemned the U.S. policy 
of continued and unlimited sup- 
port to foe Zionist enemy in foe 
political, military and economic 
and all other fields. 

— Called on member states to 
abide by foe principle of not 
establishing any form of direct or 
indirect relations with the Zionist 
enemy. 

— Called on member states to 
redouble their efforts to stamp 
out racial disaimination and 
Zionism. 

— Adopted a resolution on the 
strategic alliance between the 
United States and Israel, declar- 
ing this alliance as contributing to 
the rising tension in the region 
and called on member states to 
take effective measures to coun- 


ter the dangers arising from it. 

— Adopted a resolution on 
establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Zionist enemy, 
condemning foe resumption by 
some states of their diplomatic 
relations with the Zionist enemy 
and appealed to those states 
which intend to establish di- 
plomatic relations with foe enemy 
to desist from doing so, in pur- 
suance of foe resolutions of foe 
Islamic Conference. 

— Reaffirmed that Zio nism is a 
form of racism and runs} discri- 
mination as stated in General 
Assembly resolution 3370 (D-30) 
of 1975 and declared the Islamic 
states' resolve to coordinate their 
efforts in foe United Nations to 
counter the U.S. -Israeli cam- 
paign for rescmdmg that resolu- 
tion. 


— Adopted a resolution on the 

nftlift Palestinian camps 

in Lebanon, calling for an im- 
mediate ceasefire and cessation 
of attacks on the camps, the 
Hfting of die siege laid to foe 
camps and foe return thereto of 
foe displaced persons. 

— Adopted a resolution on tbe 
Iran-Iraq war. 

— Expressed appreciation for 
the efforts of foe Islamic peace 
committe to bring the war to an 
end and reaffirmed foe necessity 
of putting an immedia te end to all 
military operations, withdrawal 
to the inteniationaflyrecogmsed 
boundaries, mutual exchange of 
prisoners of war and a resolution 
of the conflict by peaceful means. 

— Called upon tbe Soviet Un- 
ion to withdraw its forces from 
Afghanis tan which will remove a 


major obstacle in relations be- 
tween Islamic countries and foe 
Soviet Union. 

— Approved the draft statute 
of the International Islamic Court 
of Justice winch would function 
on foe baas of voluntary jurisdic- 
tion for settling disputes that 
might arise among Islamic states 
in accordance with the Islamic 
Sharia and tbe general principles 
of international law with a view to 
further improving and consolidat- 
ing the brotherly relations among 
these states. 

— Rejected the biased efforts 
by anti-Islam forces to link terror- 
ism and its escalation to Muslims. 

— Denounced attempts to di- 

m i nate the distinction between 
terrorism mid the legitimate li- 
beration struggle of peoples and 


supported the idea of convening 
an international conference 
under the sponsorship of foe 
U.N. to define international ter- 
rorism. 

— Adopted a resolution on foe 
conditions of Muslims in oon- 
Muslim countries upholding their 
religious, cultural, political and 
economic rights. 

— Adopted a resolution on the 
territorial differences between 
Libya and Chad, appealing to 
both countries to settle their ter- 
ritorial dispute through peaceful 
means without any pressure or 
foreign intervention in accord- 
ance -with foe principles and 
objectives of the charters of die 
Islam ic Conference and the O AU 

(Organisation of African Unity). 


OIC stand strengthens Iraqi position

countries, tike Syria, still strongly 
support Iran against Iraq. 

It was noted that Algeria re- 
mained non-committal during the 
discussions. But Algerian officials 
later denied that their “sflence” 
indicated a-shift in their country’s- 
position which had been suppor- 
tive of Tehran. “You cannot say 
that there has been a shift in 
Algeria’s position,” an Algerian 
official told foe Jordan Times. “It 
is just that both countries have 
crane to accept the Algerian posi- 
tion.” 

Bat other Arab sources said 
was very alerted by foe 
that Iran had reportedly 
played in the recent students’ 
unrest that engulfed Algeria. 
According to the sources, Algeria 
was stfll cautious not to declare a 
change in its position. Algeria did 
tins for many reasons but basical- 
ly because there were two diffe- 
rent views on this subject within 
the country’s leadership. Tbe first 
view, winch s u p po r ts a st rong 
cooperation and alliance with 
Syria, is vehemently opposed to 
any official or public announce- 
ment of an anti-Iranian stand. 
While the second view calls for a 
dearer Algerian stand on the 
Gulf war. 

But the conference’s failure to 
form a delegation to Tehran and 
Baghdad was mainly doe to dis- 
agreement on the structure of the 
proposed delegation as well as a 
dear Iranian rejection to receive 
such a team. Algeria, however, 
was tbe strongest Arab c an d ida te 
to assume an effective mediating 
role, and observers here said that 
the jxnmtry was still interested in 


playing such a role despite its 
displeasure about Iran’s reported 
intervention in its internal affairs. 

The conference, however, 
sought, and until foe last minute, 
an Iranian approval to accept foe 
delegation. • But Tehran- made 
dear foarits approval depended 
on the final resolutions of the 
co nfer ence. The countries which 
were involved in foe contacts with 
Iran took the reply as a rejection 
since the co n ference had no in- 
tention of condemning Iraq to 
please Tehran. 

When it became dear by 
Thursday morning that Baghdad 
was determined not to cooperate 
any longer with the Islamic good- 
will committee and that Tehran 
would not receive an Islamic de- 
legation foe members dedded to 
refer the issue to foe presidency 
and the secretariat of foe OIC “to 
follow up on the conference's 
resolutions.” 

But in effect that meant foe 
conference was conceding the 
mid of the goodwill committee’s 
mission. 

Arab officials here expected 
Iraq to start a counterattack 
against Iran soon. They base their 
analysis on Iraq’s stand unring 
foe summit that reflected Iraq’s 
resolve to turn the present battle 
into a dedsve one. 

. A senior Iraqi official, who 
declined to be identified, told the 
Jordan Times that Iraq believes 
that the Islamic goodwill commit- 
tee “has ended its mission and 
has no more role to play.” 

. On another front, the Arab 
leaders mini-summit has failed, 
according to well-informed 
sources. According to those 


sources the Arab leaders had two 
diffic ulties to tackle. First, Saudi 
Arabia’s i**3*t*n ct that total 
agreements and reconciliation be 
reached before convening the 
next Arab summit in Riyadh, 
and, second Egypt’s readntisaon 
to the Arab League and , its 
attendance of the forthcoming 
summit. 

The sources said that while 
most Arab countries wanted 
Egypt to attend foe summit, Syria 
and Algeria were against, while 
Saudi Arabia had reservations. 

Meanwhile an Egyptian official 
was quoted as saying that Cairo 
was disappointed at Syria’s reac- 
tion to foe short meeting held 
between President Assad and Mr. 
Mubarak. 

The summit resolution banning 
Islamic countries from re-estab- 
lishing relations until Israel was 
seal as a warning to Asian and 
African countries not to re-estab- 
lish relations with the Zionist 
state. 

The PLO decision to evacuate 
foe South Lebanese .village of 
Maghdousheh was reported by 
s nm m i t sources as tbe result of 
intense negotiations and contacts 
between Arab League, PLO and 
Lebanese officials. 

Most of the summi t’s resolu- 
tions were seen here as Arab in 
nature. An Arab diplomat was 
" as saying: “Hus was an 
summit under an Islamic 
umbrella.” A non-Arab Islamic 
official was more forthcoming 
when he said “the Arab countries 
used the s nmmi t to discuss their 
causes and divisions after they 
failed to convene their own 
summit” 


Arab experts draft development plan

addressed the meetmgs of the 
Council of Europe, attended the 
last session of foe meeting. 

Addressing participants, foe 
Grown Prinre .underlined' foe im- 
portance 'of ’Teaching a level of 


economfeTe&ioiial institutions to- 
wards a regional development. 

Prince Hassan said that a re- 
gional development requires the 
adequate infrastructure that 
would allow for cooperation be- 
tween member states as well as 
with other countries. 

He pointed out that the 12- 
member E urop e a n Council were 
u rging countries in the area to 
initiate a new dialogue and adopt 
new and workable mechanisms 
for cooperation. 

Dr. Salim Hoss said that de- 
velopment could never be 
achieved in isolation from politic- 
al adjustments in the Arab 
World. He said that the govern- 
ment's role in our region should 
not be limited to economic de- 
velopment but to all aspects of 
fife in foe society. 

Describing the development 
process in foe Arab World, Dr. 
Hass said that the public sector is 
usually in charge of initiating 
development and driving foe eco- 
nomy. However, be added, “gov- 
ernments in our region suffer 
from bureaucracy and we cannot 
expect them to achieve any re- 
sults.” 

“The development programme 
is the responsibility erf the govern- 
ment, but to whom is the govern- 
ment accountable?” Dr. Hoss 
asked. He concluded that there 


could be no proper development 
in tiie absence of democratic in- 

“There is no mechanism for 
accountability in the Arab Worid. 
Who questions the g over n ment 
' abbot unemployment; about in- 
flation. and. deflate?*? 

. Dr. Hoss, a former Lebanese 
prime minister, stressed that “the 
political e n v iro n m ent is the main 
obstacle to development.” 

He criticised the ESCWA pap- 
er on medium-term development 
for not adequately addressing this 
point “It Lacks a discussion on 
bow to prepare individuals and 
groups to cany out their role in 
the development process,” Dr. 
Hoss said. 

On in v e st men t on the state and 
regional levels. Dr. Hoss said that 
brain drain and capita] flight were 
a result of tiie lade of incentives 
for investment in tiie region. 

He said that hundreds of bil- 
lions of Arab petzo-doflazs were 
invested in European and other 
countries. 

He said that one of foe mam 
obstacles to pan-Arab invest- 
ments were the government-im- 
posed constraints on the move- 
ment of Arab citizens throughout 
foe Arab World. 

Another obstacle towards de- 
velopment cited by Dr. Hoss was 
defence spending in Arab coun- 
tries. “We all know that defence 
spending was not all directed 
against the enmity,” he said. 
|*Mucb erf it is directed t owards 
internal security and conflicts 
with Arab neighbours.” 

On the political implications of 
development. Dr. Ahmad Khali- 
fa, a researcher from Egypt, 


warned from separating econo- 
mic and social development from 
political development. 

“Development should be a 
political as well as an economic 
and social process,” Dr. Khalifa 
said. He pointed out that foe 
economy is only one dimension m 
the development of nations and 
that governments should work on 
improving the quality of life for 
their citizens. 

“Our aim should not be a better 
economy but a better and happier 
citizen,” Dr. Khalifa said. 

He warned, however, from re- 
percussions resulting from a fast 
economic development, without 
consideration to socio-political 
needs. 

Dr. Mohammad A1 Imam, 
from Egypt’s National Planning 
Institute, discussed foe theory erf 
Arab integration, international 
influences and affiliations in rela- 
tion to the duties of the ESCWA. 

Dr. Imam said that much atten- 
tion should be paid lo c hanging 
trends in foe rest of the world and 
its influence cm foe Arab region. 
He said that tbe techncfegical, 
economic and political changes fa 
the developed world were bound 
to effect foe overall character of 
relations between the North and 
the South. 

He said that tbe Third World is 
no more the source for raw mate- 
rial to developed nations and no 
more tbe most important market 
for their products. He was 
apparently referring to the Pacific 
rim region as the emerging eco- 
nomic power and market for 
trade and economic __ 
with the Western sphere.

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Arab-European cooperation is vital 
and Jordan can assume a pivotal role 


By HRH Prince Hassan 


Tie following is the text of an 
address delivered by the Crown 
Prince to the Council of Europe 
on Thursday , Jan. 29, 1987. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gent- 
lemen: 

I feel I must at the outset 

the regrets and apologies of 

Majesty King Hussein for being 
unable to address this eminent 
assembly personally. I am, of 
course, pleased and honoured 
that His Majesty has delegated 
me to speak to you on important 
issues of mutual concern to Euro- 
peans and Arabs alike. My 
address will cover broadly three 
aspects of Euro- Arab relations: 

1- The nature and evolution 
and prospects of cooperation be- 
tween Europe and the Arab 
World. 

2. An exposition of Jordan's 
effort to promote peace and sta- 
bility in the Middle East, a maw<*r 
so vital to the prosperity and 
security of the region, Europe 
and the Arab World. 

3. Ad attempt to outline a 
possible role that the European 
states, individually and collective- 
ly can play in the promotion of a 
just and lasting peace in our 
troubled region. 

In looking at the past fifty years 
or so one can see that Arab- 
. European relations have been 
evolving towards a convergence 
of interests. Both Arabs and 
Europeans have come to terms 
with shared perceptions of tike- 
nundedness and interdepend- 
ence. 

World power politics apart, die 
demise of European colonisation 
has marked a gradual growth of 
trust and understanding on issues 
of mutual concern to the Arabs 
and Europeans. The realisation 
that positive relations require 
diligent and patient work on basic 
positions has become the accept- 
able norm for both sides. In the 
aftermath of the October War of 
1973 we have sought respectively 
and jointly to identify common 
issues. Since then the results have 
been moving, albeit slowly, to- 
wards bridging the gap between 
the aspirations originally set out 
-and the realities of an actual 
relationship. 

I am happy to say that our 
economic relationship has- begun 
to develop into one of obvious 
interdependence. This is not to 
say that we are identically placed, 
but that we find ourselves in 
somewhat comparable straits. 
While Europe's interests are 
directly linked to the twin prob- 
lems of eneigy and security, the 
Arabs in return are involved in 
the processes of nation-building. 
They are also concerned with 
long-term economic development 
and concomitant technology 
transfer. It is encouraging that 
the issue of the transfer of tech- 
nology and of Euro- Arab coop- 
eration which have been taken up 
in divergent dialogues are now 
coalescing on the basis of com- 
mon denominators. This common 
ground represents the interests of 
both the European and the Arab 
Worlds. 

It is essential that our attitude 
towards development and our 
view of the Third World should 
undergo an in-depth examination 
and assessment. Development 
should not be viewed as philan- 
thropy. It is much more con- 
cerned with the evolution of a 
universal sense of community 
which transcends narrow political 
prejudices and grievances. 
Moreover, we mustpnt an end to 
the notion that the Third World is 
a angle homogenous entity. 
There are ‘variations and discre- 
pancies within the regions as well 
as in the inter-regional rela- 
tionship. There is a desperate 
need to understand the dynamics 


of development and trade as well 
as those of investment 

It is high time that the patro- 
msation of the Third Worio by its 
northern benefactors is ended. 
We have sufficient evidence to 
indicate that broad panacea 
schemes can be wasteful and 
futile. Therefore an order of 
priority has to be proposed if a 
genuine Third World oriented 
strategy incorporating regional 
and sub-regional considerations is 
to emerge. 

It is hra Hairing to note a grea- 
ter European understanding of 
Arab resistance to economic and 
technological dependency. From 
this thresho ld the Euro- Arab dia- 
logue can be conducted in a more 
objective environment. The 
optimism inherent in the current 
debate in European codes about 
the relationship between technol- 
ogy, culture and economic de- 
velopment indicates greater 
readiness for shared strategies for 
future cooperation. We should 
today place joint emphasis on 
revising the progress that several 
Arab states have achieved in their 
national development plans and 
science policies. 

Jordan is a member of the 
Arab community, with the poten- 
tial of becoming an advanced 
technology and maintenance 
base. To this end we are hoping 
to evolve cooperation with the 
European states aimed at trans- 
cending the period of economic 
adjustment within the fields of 
engineering and design capabili- 
ties, quality control and industrial 
standards, industrial and export 
free zones, as well as science and 
technology. The European ex- 
perience in the area of Euro- 
norms can, for example, be para- 
llelled by a systematic approach 
to the development of Arab 
norms that could become the 
bases for an Arab common mar- 
ket. With such an infrastructure, 
we can hope to forge closer fixture 
ties between our region and the 
community. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

Wealth is not measured by the 
possession of a rich balance 
account in other peoptes’banks 
only. It -is also the acquisitidrdbf a 
national capacity to organise, and 
produce goods and services in 
order to generate a surplus of 
both. It is for these specific 
reasons that competent financial 
management in the Arab East 
must be identified and developed 
at all levels. It is essential that 
Europe enhances interdepend- 
ence and investment through re- 
cycling of Arab funds available to 
European banks for projects in 
tiie Arab World. We must share 
the management of a broader and 
more durable concept of coopera- 
tion. We have to transcend com- 
mercial dealings and the tradi- 
tional bilateralism they e ntail As 
things now stand the Arab World 
imports a large portion of its 
capital and consumer goods from 
Europe. Its export commodities 
are mainly limited to ofl. Since 
1981 Jordan’s trade deficit with 
tiie EEC, for instance, stood at 
about $1 trillion annually. Jor- 
dan’s exports to tiie community 
have remained below 3 per cent 
of its imports from the region. 

Yet Jordan has a unique role to 
play in Euro- Arab relations. Its 
centrist position provides middle 
ground that offers talented hu- 
man resources alongside the 
finanrial power of the oO-prodno- 
ing states.

For 
tins proposal to succeed, it has to 
be seen as a long-term commit- 
ment or what we may refer to as a 
“contract of generations.” We 
can jointly augment continuity 
and coherence, both geographic 
and conceptual, through foe ex- 
tension of EEC cooperation 
beyond tiie Mashreq into tiie 
GCC region. 


ladies and Gentlemen, 

Our mutual interests bring me 
to the second axis of the Euro- 
Arab dialogue: the potential part- 
nership towards that end. 

Of over 40 regional conflicts in 
foe^wprfd today fhe' MkkHe East

'.team of human buffering. Ten- 
sion and war dominate out fives 
from Afghani dan to Morocco. 
States and people seem to be 
engaged in a never-ending strug- 
gle for survival and Jordan is m 
the eye of the storm. Yet His 
Majesty’s ceaseless endeavours in 
search of peace and justice are 
synonymous with his concerns for 
moderation and foe moral in- 
tegrity of afi the peoples of the 
region. If detente is truly a global 
issue, then IBs Majesty has been 
among the first to recognise that 
peace and prosperity are not the 
concern of the parties involved 
but are of equal interest to the 
international community and to 
tiie Enro-Arab World north and 
south of the Mediterranean. De- 
tente is of paramount importance 
to Europe and wp share patterns 
of complementarity in striving to 
preserve a political middle 
ground. 

The Palestine issue has domin- 
ated Middle East politics for the 
past four decades. Jordan has had 
to bear the consequences of the 
displacement of me people of 
Palestine. Their national question 
has become ours and both our 
destinies are intertwined. The 
continuation of Israeli occupation 
of the Arab territories threatens 
tiie Arab identity of the people 
under occupation and the security 
of the nei^bouring states. Thus 
we are d ir ecti n g our energies to 
secure Die termination of the 
occupation so that the people 
re gain their independence, digni- 
ty, and self-respect. The restora- 


tion of Arab sovereignty to the 
occupied territories will ease ten- 
sion, give peace a chance and 
make the prospect of cooperation 
among the states of the region 
possible. 

The current differences be- 
tween Jordan and the PLO are 
over strategies on how to achieve 
peace. We differ in our percep- 
tions of basic realities of the 
political situation and the neces- 
sary steps to restore Arab 
sovereignty to foe occupied land. 
Jordan is bound by U.N. Resolu- 
tions 242 and 338 while the PLO 
refuses to accept these two re- 
solutions without Anther conces- 
sions from third parties regarding 
self-determination. For Jordan 
the question of self-determina- 
tion is a J ordanian-Palestinian 
matter and not a subject for 
international negotiations. Be- 
sides, the IX February accord 
between Jordan and the PLO 
resolved the question of self-de- 
termination within the 
framework of a Jordanian- 
Palestinian confederation. Our 
view is that tiie terms of the 
’" accord, aimed at tiie maun goal of 
^'feifriitiating Israeli mili tary ride 
'fiver Arab land, most be. hon- 
oured. 

The suspension of coordination 
with the PLO leadership does not 
affect Jordan’s position regarding 
tiie PLO as the sole legitimate 
r e p re sen tative of foe Palestinian 
people. Nor does it alter our 
views of the need to regain 
Palestinian legitimate rights. We 
have reaffirme d our position and 
reiterated that we do not wish to 
replace the PLO in representing 
the Palestinian people. The lead- 
ership of foe PLO must, howev- 
er, clarify its intentions or accept 
the consequences of Israeli policy 
in the occupied territories. 

Jordan’s concern for the pre- 
servation of the Arab identity of 
the occupied territories prompted 
Jordan to draw up a development 
programme to fulfil the needs and 
requirements of tiie Arab people 
under Israeli occupation and to 
save them from the dangers of 
destitution, immigration and 
creeping annexation. The initia- 
tion of Five Year Development 
Programme for the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip is not an alterna- 
tive to the search for peace but a 
well studied move following the 
emergence of several grim facts. 

Over almost twenty years of 
occupation, the West Bank has 
been converted from an Arab 
economic entity into a virtual 
Israeli dependency. The socio- 
economic institutions which ex- 
isted have been destroyed, all 
new infr a stru ctures have been de- 
signed to su p port the interests 
and the economy of Israel and

not foe West Bank; trade is reg- 
ulated for Israel’s benefit at foe 
expense of the West Bank; in- 
vestment, trade and manufactur- 
ing opportunities for Arabs are 
non-existent; and employment 
opportunities for Arab labourers 
are largely limited to unskilled 
jobs in Israel. 

As a result, not only is the 
economic well-being of Arabs on 
foe West Bank threatened but so 
is their corporate cultural identi- 
ty. It is in no one’s interest for the 
present state of affairs to con- 
tinue and for the West Bank to 
remain a dividing line. Jordan 
seeks to transform tbe whole re- 
gion into a terra media for peace 
and development in which the 
traditional pluralist approach of 
our social mid political life, with 
its roots deep in foe history of this 
cradle of civilisation, can one day 
flourish. 

The West Bank and Gaza de- 
velopment programme is a peace- 
ful offensive to explore foe fron- 
tiers of what is possible. Its main 
focus is to promote jobs and 
services so that the Palestinian 
Arabs may sustain their presence 
in the land of their forebears. The 
plan aims at formulating a com- 
prehensive approach to deal sys- 
tematically with foe needs and 
requirements of the people under 
occupation. We welcome multi- 
lateral European support for the 
protection of the Arab identity of 
foe occupied territories. Jordan is 
particularly conscious of the con- 
cern of individual governments 
for foe success of foe programme 
and tbe new approach it offers. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

It is unfortunate to see that in 
the past months foe international 
community has been preoccupied 
with foe phenomenon of terror- 
*ism, vile and obnoxious as it is, 
while seeming to ignore its under- 
lying causes. Terrorism is not 
confined to one nation or a group 
of nations, but has become more 
apparent in the Middle East be- 
cause of the complex nature of 
long-term injustices and frustra- 
tions. The aim of terrorism is to 
intimidate the international com- 
munity into inaction so that the 
impasse may continue and fester. 
We should not allow it the oppor- 
tunity to do so. The mgency for a 
solution is enormous and the la- 
tent dangers are frightening: con- 
tinuous wars, superpower con- 
frontation and blind extremism 
win prevail.. The net result will be 
tbe erosion of the middle ground 
which we are so keen to develop. 
.The centrist approach has to be 
fostered and protected before 
fanaticism overwhelms the whole 
area. New initiatives should be 
encouraged towards peace before 
foe proces of polarisation is inten- 
sified.

We have there- 
fore reached a sljige where we 
can view them wirth a degree of 
detachment. The 'i mplementation 
of resolutions by governments is 
much more impo; [taut than their 
adoption. We arc not adequately 
prepared for the next century, or 
even the next decade. In order to 
prepare for the Ip ature we need to 
galvanize foe youth, appeal to 
their sensitivity and seek their 
support in our endeavours. At 
foe end of the rr iflleniom we seem 
to be firing in a vacuum. Unless 
we come up i « ith some form of 
umbrella of tolerance, this 
vacuum can only be filled by 
destruction an id nihilism, a sense 
of eternal hopelessness. The con- 
flict in foe Guilf has witnessed the 
annihilation of hundreds of 
thousands of human beings, the 
life blood of two nations. Region- 
al stability as I have tried to 
clarify is thea key to a more secure 
world, yet whether inter or intra 
regionally, security can only be 
built on collective political soil 
and dear wision. We would be the 
first to cri tidse ourselves in this 
regard. 'Mutual understanding 
and coop oration can enhance foe 
road to 'peace through joint ac- 
tion. It is imperative that all 
nations cake into account the fact 
that pe?i ce is the only insurance 
against -'instability and perpetual, 
conflict in our troubled region. 
The dm llenge is ours and so is foe 
responsibility for a broad-based 
human i tnrian agenda.

Holding helped West Indies to 
retain the initiative before Mar- 
shall and Gamer returned to 
wrap up the innings in which John 
Embnrey’s 34 was toe top score. 

West Indies suffered an early 
setback when Fhfllfo Defreitas 
had Richie Richardson caught 
behind from a lifting ball without 
scoring, and Desmond Haynes 
also went cheaply.. 

But the phlegmatic Lany 
Gomes stayed with Richards to 
share a third wicket stand of 49 in 
92 deliveries which steadied toe 
innings. Richards, who scored 69 
and 70 in his previous cup in- 
nings, was in restrained mood, 
through he did lash Emburey for 
two sixes in the off-spinner’s third 
over. 

When Gomes was run out for 
36, Logie joined his captain in a 
fourth wicket partnership of 48 
which effectively completed the 
job.

Hagler prepares for ‘ultimate test 9 


NEW YORK (R) — Marvin 
Hagler parades round his training 
camp in Palm Springs, California 
flaunting a baseball cap embla- 
zoned with the words “no 
mercy.” 

For a man who recently consi- 
dered retirement, Hagler has re- 
discovered his old appetite for 
violence and has promised to 
knock Sugar Ray Leonard’s head 
off when toe two men stage their 
eagerly-awaited multi-million 
dollar showdown on April 6. 

The undisputed world mrid- 
dleweigbt champion does not 
sound like a man who was drink- 
ing of quitting after his last fight. 
“I’m excited about the fight ... 
I'm excited about getting back 
into toe gym ... fm excited about 
the fact Leonard finally got his 


courage up,” he said. 

Admitting to 32, and with a 
ring record of 62-2, Hagler said in 
a telephone interview from the 
hotel he is using as his training 
camp that he thought seriously 
about retiring after Ins llth round 
win over Ugandan John Mugabi 
in Las Vegas last March. 

“Fighting Leonard is the ulti- 
mate test... because I wanted to 
retire,” said Hagler, whose voice 
ha^ assumed a chilling edge. 

“Right now I got ‘H-U-R-T 
hurt on my mind. That means Tm 
going to hurt him. I am going to 
knock his head off... my mind is 
in just one direction... destruc- 
tion,” added Hagler. 

The long-time champion said 
he left his home in Brockton, 
Massachusetts, to set up camp in 
Palm Springs to avoid any distrac- 
tions during the build-up to his 
meeting with Leonard. 


“I was being pulled in so many 
directions. Now Pm just con- 
cerned with getting the body and 
mind together, sharpening up my 
skills and going bade to the 
basics." 

Despite the attractions on 
offer, Hagler is here solely on 
business. 

“I don’t get into toe nightlife. I 
don’t get into being too friendly 
with the public. I’ve put myself in 
jail, that’s what I-call it. It’s a nice 
place, but I don’t see it,” added 
Hagler, who has been undisputed 
king of the middleweight since 
stopping Britain’s Alan Minter in 
three zounds in 1980. 

And Hagler has no intention of 
relinquishing ins crow n. 

“I believe Fm as good as 
Leonard in every area. I think I 
have fought better opponents, I 
just haven’t made toe money he 
has.

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Japan tops international banking market 


BASEL, Switzerland (AP) — 
Japanese banks have replaced 
United States banks as die most 
important national group in tbe 
shayly expanding international' 
banking market, according to a 
survey published Hiursday. 

Helped in part by the depreda- 
tion of the dollar. West German 
bulks also increased their share 
whue the U.S. and British banks 
registered the sharpest declines, 
said die survey, ‘ compiled 
_ by die Basel-based 
of International Settle- 
ments (BIS) and reviewing de- 
velopments Jone-Augnst 1986 
period. 

It said that Japanese banks 
almost doubled their internation- 


al assets from $520 billion to 
$1,019 billion, increasing their 
market share from 23.2 per cent 
in the third quarter of 198S to 

31.6 per cent 

In contrast, die U.S. banks 
increased their assets only frac- 
tionally from $587 billion to $601 
bilfion, while their share dropped 
from 263 to 18.6 per cent. 

British banks* international 
assets were np from S179 billion 
to $213 billion but the increase 
also failed to match tbe pace of 
die market's expansion and the 
share thus dropped from 8.0 to 

6.6 per cent. 

French banks retained tbe 
number three position, boosting 
their assets from $195 to $265 
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Sydney to launch campaign 
to liberalise world trade 


billion, for a sligbdy reduced 
share of 8.2 per emit. 

The West German banks also 
almdst doubled their assets to 
$251 billion while their share 
went op from 6 2 to 7.8 per cent. 

Total assets by the bulks went 
up by 41 per cent to $3,229 
billion, according to the survey 
covering 16 Western industrial- 
ised nations plus Japan. 

It said the expansion of the 
Japanese bank’s interbank busi- 
ness accounted for more than half 
of the total growth of interbank 
activity which it said set a new 
record. 

One factor, it said, was that 
banking flows played a much 
larger role in the financing of 


U.S. current-account deficits 
than during preceding quarters. 

“A second factor appears to 
have been the banks’ growing 
involvement in tbe securities mar- 
kets,” it added. “A third impor- 
tant influence appears to nave 
been the Japanese banks’ ex- 
pectations of further declines in 
dollar interest rates which promp- 
ted them to borrow short and led 
long in the interbank market” 

Fourthly, the international 
activities of Japanese banks have 
continued to expand as a result of 
earlier measures taken to liberalise 
the international use of the yen 
and Japanese residents’ recourse 
to tbe international financial mar - 
kets in general.” 
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SYDNEY (R) — Australia 
announced Friday that it would 
launch an international campaig n 
next month to seek support for 
Prime Minister Bob Hawke’s 
proposal to liberalise world trade. 

Trade Minister John Dawkins 
and Primary Industry Minister 
John Kerin said in a joint state- 
ment that they would visit several 
countries to dram up support for 
urgent action to prevent a de- 
terioration in agricultural trade. 

Mr. Hawke, in an address 
Thursday night to a gathe ring of 
world business and political lead- 
ers in Davos, Switzerland, 
offered to negotiate the freezing 
of all Australian tariffs on im- 
ported goods and called for cuts 
in overseas farm subsidies. 


Australia is worried about the 
effect on its agriculture of what it 
says are unfair subsidies paid to 
farmers in the United States, 
Japan and European Com- 
munity. 

Tbe ministers said clear, lead- 
ership from countries like the 
United States, the European 
Community (EC) and Japan 
would be essential to ensure tbe 
success of Mr. Hawke’s prop- 
osals. 

Mr. Kerin will visit Britain, 
Belgium, Italy, Thailand and EC 
countries. Mr. Dawkins will visit 
the United States and also raise 
the issue at the San Diego min- 
isterial meeting of wheat export- 
ing nations in mid-February.

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Canadian cities to become 
tax-free banking centres 


OTTAWA (AP) — The Cana- 
dian government announced 
Thursday that it will make Mon- 
treal and Vancouver tax-free in- 
ternational banking centres. 

Finance Minister Michael Wil- 
son, introducing tbe tax-change 
measure in the House of Com- 
mons, said tbe Conservative gov- 
ernment hoped to attract new 
banking business from foreign 
interests by waiving taxes on in- 
ternational transactions con- 
ducted in Montreal and Van- 
couver. 

Canadian foreign -owned banks 
in tbe two cities would be exempt 
from normal taxes stemming 
from loans and deposits for non- 
residents. 

Municipal authorities m Toron- 
to, Canada’s largest and weal- 
thiest city, have complained the 
step could dost the dty up to 
3,000 jobs if banks switch opera- 
tions to the other cities. 

Critics also said the move 
would send a mixed message to 
the international financial com- 


munity, where Toronto has a 
reputation as a money capital. 

Liberal Party Premier David 
Peteison of Ontario province, 
which encompasses Toronto, ac- 
cused the Conservatives of ‘The 
crassest, worst kind of political 
motivation.” He said Prune 
Minister Mulroney’s government 
was using the banking-centre de- 
vice to win voters in Quebec and 
British Columbia. 

Mr. Peterson has pledged to 
enact provindal legislation to 
neutralise tbe decision, presum- 
ably by removing local taxes on 
international banking in Toronto. 

Some analysts have said the 
dispute may be premature since 
original proposals to make Mon- 
treal and Vancouver internation- 
al finance centres, with tax-free 
securities and foreign exchange 
dealing, have been watered down 
to non-resident loans and de- 
posits. making it unlikely that 
much new business will be gener- 
ated. 


Weak dollar hits Swiss watch 
exports despite higher sales 


BIENNE, Switzerland (R) — 
Swiss watch exports, hit by the 
falling dollar, dropped slightly in 
value last year after record 1985 
figures, even though the number 
of timepieces sent abroad rose by 
six per cent, the industry said 
Friday. 

Exports for the year totalled 
4.27 trillion Swiss francs ($2.84 
billion), down by one per cent 
over 1985, according to the Fed- 
eration of Swiss Watchmakers. ' 

The industry, which has largely 
recovered from a crisis brought 
on by Asian competition in the 
early 1980s, is Switzerland’s 
fourth largest export earner. 


The number of watches, clocks 
and movements exported in- 
creased by six per cent to 61 
milli on pieces in the year, but this 
was more than wiped out by the 
weaker dollar. 

Almost half of tbe watch indus- 
try's business is directly or in- 
directly carried out in U.S. dol- 
lars. 

Largely due to continued fall- 
* tug demand in the oil states of tbe 
Middle East, Western Europe 
pushed Asia into second place 
among export markets last year, 
it said. Despite the strong dollar, 
sales to the United States actually 
rose by eight per cent .

WASHINGTON ( AP) — A fore- 
ign holdings readied $2553 bil- 
lion, or 15 per cent of the U.S. 
government's total debt held by 
die public, by the end of fiscal 
year 1986, the government re- 
ported Thursday. 

During that period, foreign re- 
sidents purchased $46.5 billion in 
treasury securities, the largest 
amoung in any year, the adminis- 
tration said in a supplement to 
President Ronald Reagan’s 
budget for fiscal 1988, which be- 
gins Oct. 


By the end of fiscal 1986 cm 
Sept. 30 the national debt had 
readied a total of S2J3 trillion, 
the document said, of which 
S1.75 trillion was held by the 
public in the form of treasury 
bills, notes and other securities. 

An additional $386.7 million of 
the debt was held by U.S. govern- 
ment agencies, tbe report said. 


Aqaba port 
bustles with 
high volume 
of exports 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The number 
of vessels that docked at Aqaba 
port during November 1986 was 
nearly unchanged from the pre- 
ceding month when the Ports 
Corporation bandied 215 vessels. 

According to the Central Bank 
of Jordan’s (CBJ's) Monthly Sta- 
tistical Bulletin, the activities at 
the port during tbe month of 
November covered 214 vessels, a 
lower number of passengers and a 
higher volume of goods. 

The number of passengers 
arriving at the port totalled 
21192, about 5500 less than the 
number of arrivals in October 
1986. Tbe total number departing 
Jordan through the port was 
18040 compared to 21531 in 
October. 

During March 1986, a record 
number of passengers arrived 
through Aqaba. The 77940 arriv- 
als were offset by a record num- 
ber of departures during the fol- 
lowing month, as 84539 passen- 
gers left Aqaba in April 1986. 

The lowest number of arrivals 
and departures daring last year 
occurred during May when only 
80] 7 passengers arrived and 
February when 14236 passengers 
departed. 

Exported goods covering 

“transit and other exports’J reex- 
ports, phosphate, fertilisers and 
“other domestic goods” 

amounted to 953.800 tonnes dur- 
ing November compared to 
681,000 tonnes exported in the 
previous month. 

The November export figure 
was the highest recorded for last 
year. The lowest volume was 
posted during January when only 

547.600 tonnes were exported. 

A breakdown of exports during 

November 1986 shows that 

248.600 tonnes were in the categ- 
ory of “transit and other ex- 
ports,” 3,500 tonnes of reexports. 
502,800 tonnes of phosphate 
(403,100 tonnes in October), 
39,700 tonnes of fertilisers 
(53,100 tonnes in tbe previous 
month) and 159300 tonnes of 
“other domestic exports." 

The highest volume of exports 
in all categories was in December 
1985 when the total amounted to 
1,217,100 tonnes. 

As for imports through the port 
of Aqaba, there was a decline of 
about 50,000 tonnes from the 
month of October as only 565300 
tonnes of imports were handled 
during November. 

The volume of all imports, 
including goods in transit, was 
highest m August 1986 standing 
at 722300 tonnes. The volume 
was lowest in June at 363,200 
tonnes. 

A breakdown of imports dar- 
ing November shows that 372,900 
tonnes of imports were “in tran- 
sit” compared to 293,900 tonnes 
during October. 

As to the number of vessels 
during last year, Aqaba was bust- 
ling during January when a total 
of 262 vessels docked at port. 

The lowest number of 204 ships 
were handled during the month 
of September. 


U.S., EC settle dispute 
over grain sales to Spain 


WASHINGTON (R) — Tbe United States and the 
European Community Friday resolved a major 
trade dispute and averted by hours the threat of 
huge U.S. duties on many foods and beverages 
imported from Europe, U.S. officials said. 


The settlement involves Euro- 
pean concessions to compensate 
the United States for an esti- 
mated $400 million of U.S. corn 
and sorghum sales lost when 
Spain joined the EC last year, 
U.S. trade representative, Mr. 
Clayton Yeutter, said. 

U.S. Agriculture Secretary 
Richard Lyng said the eleventh- 
hour agreement staved off a trade 
war and will “help clear the way 
for constructive negotiations on 
the major issues concerning agri- 
culture” in the upcoming round 
of global trade liberalisation 
talks. 

President Reagan had pledged 
to impose 200 per cent duties on a 
range of EC exports no later than 
Saturday if the dispute were not 
resolved. The EC had threatened 
to retaliate against U.S. corn 
gluten feed, a com by-product, 
and rice exports. 

European business leaders had 
predicted the U.S. duties would 
cripple the British giit. French 


brandy, cheese and white wine 
industries. 

U.S. deputy trade representa- 
tive, Mr. Alan Woods, said the 
agreement was pan of the 
Reagan administration's effort to 
“send a signal to the world we 
must be operating in an atmos- 
phere of free trade." The United 
States long has criticised the EC 
for restricting imports and sub- 
sidising exports. 

U.S. feedgrains exporters 
should be able to sell about two 
million tonnes of corn and sor- 
ghum per year to Spain under the 
agreement. U.S. Agriculture De- 
partment Undersecretary Daniel 
Amsutz said. 

Bur U.S. feedgrain industry 
officials, who asked nor to be 
identified, said the agreement 
was “highly unsatisfactory" be- 
cause the compensation for their 
industry was expected to total 
about S220 million, far below the 
$400 million demanded by 
Washington as recently as last 


week. 

In addition, U.S. groin traders 
said they were disappointed they 
had not been guaranteed a mini- 
mum share of the exports to 
Spain and Portugal. 

But Mr. Amsrntz told a press 
conference that U.S. exports to 
Spain probably will be four times 
higher than what they would have 
been without an agreement. 

The EC pledged in the agree- 
ment that Spain would buy a 
minimum of 2.3 million tonnes of 
feedgrains from non-EC suppliers 
per year for the next four years, 
Mr. Amstutz said. The Commun- 
ity also lifted a requirement that 
Portugal buy 15 per cent of its 
grain from EC countries. 

In addition, under the agree- 
ment. a long list of U.S., agri- 
cultural and industrial goods will 
benefit from lower tariffs or ex- 
panded quotas or both. 

Agricultural products due to 
receive EC concessions include 
plywood, dried onions, avocados, 
seeds, roasted nuts, grapefruit 
juice, cranberry juice, apple juice 
and cigars. 

Industrial goods due to benefit 
from the accord include a number 
of chemicals, aluminium sheets 
and silicon wafers. U.S. officials 
said. 


Japan’s unemployment shoots up 


TOKYO (R) — Japan’s unem- 
ployment rate climbed to 2.8 per 
cent of the workforce in 1986, its 
highest level since 1953 when 
statistics were first compiled 
under the current system, the 
government said Friday. 

Unemployment rose from 2.6 
per cent in 1983 as Japan's manu- 
facturers became less willing to 
hire workers amid a slump in 
overseas sales of Japanese cars, 
steel and other goods, said an 
official of the Management and 
Coordination Agency. 

The yen has risen about 40 per 
cent against the U.S. dollar since 
October 1985, sharply increasing 
retail prices of Japanese goods 
and making them less competitive 
abroad. 

Economists said the strong yen 
still had not had a full impact on 
the Japanese economy and unem- 
ployment was likely to rise furth- 
er in 1987. 

Bank of Tokyo economist 
Haruo Muto predicted die unem- 
ployment rate could rise to 3.0 
per cent in 1987. 

Economists warn that Japanese 
unemployment figures cannot be 
compare with other rates because 
countries calculate their statistics 
differently. 

Japan, for example, cousders 
workes employed even if they 
work only one hour a week. The 
country's system of life-time em- 
ployment keeps many workers on 
company payrolls although fac- 
tories may have slowed or stop- 
ped production. 

Some employees may be out 
mowing lawns instead of produc- 
ing something,” Mr. Takashi 
Kiuchi, senior economist for the 
Long-Term Credit Bank of Japan 
said. 

He said many bureaucrats and 
economists believed that unem- 


ployment below three per cent 
was manageable but a higher rate 
would be a sign of serious 
trouble. 

The government agency said an 
average 1.67 million people were 
unemployed last year, up from 
1.56 million in 1985. 

Tbe agency also said seasonally 
adjusted unemployment in De- 
cember rose to a record 2.9 per 
cent from 2.8 per cent in 
November. 

Despite the higher yen and the 
rising unemployment, Japan 
-announced Friday a record trade 
surplus for last year. 

The finance ministry said the 
1986 current account, the balance 
of all goods and services traded, 
soared to a record surplus of 
$85.97 billion against $49.17 bil- 
lion in 1985. 

The trade surplus in products 
alone climbed to $92.66 billion, 
the largest ever recorded in the 
world, after $55.99 billion in 
1985. 

The strong yen did nothing to 
discourage Japanese investors 
flush with cash. They pushed the 
local stock market average 
through the symbolic 20,000 bar- 
rier to close at a record 20,048.35. 

“It’s a sort of ideal level for the 
stock market,” said Kleinwort 
Benson analyst Peter Tasker. He 
said the state of the economy was 
neither bad enough nor good 
enough to suck money out of 
stocks. 

Economists said the record cur- 
rent account and trade surpluses 
could in the short term foil 
Tokyo’s efforts to stabilise the 
value of the yen against the 
dollar. 

"We should brace for turbu- 
lence in the currency market,” 
said Daiwa Securities chief eco- 
nomist Akio Kohno. 


U.S. moves to cut its own huge 
trade deficit by weakening tbe 
dollar could cause sharp ex- 
change rate shifts at least until the 
release of U.S. trade figures for 
January. 

Despite the immediate bad 
news on the trade front. Japan’s 
surpluses should finally decline in 
1987 as the drop in trade volume 
is reflected in dollar values. 

"The yen is stronger and 
Japanese goods are not being 
bought (as much) in the United 
States,” said the chief economist 
of the Long-Term Credit Bank of 
Japan, Mr. Nobuyoshi Araki. 
“Last December should be the 

peak." 

A dip in the surpluses should 
then reduce pressure for a stron- 
ger yen. But die accompanying 
slump in exports also means trou- 
bled Japanese firms are more 
Ukely to cut their payrolls, eco- 
nomists said. 

U.S. pressure on Japan to do 
more to boost its domestic eco- 
nomy and thereby increase im- 
ports is also certain to continue, 
tbe economists said. 

Japan is widely expected to 
announce another cut in its offi- 
cial discount rate as one way of 
stimulating growth by making it 
cheaper for companies to borrow 
funds. 

Tbe government may also in- 
troduce a supplementary budget 
in the next business year, begin- 
ning April, to stimulate the eco- 
nomy, economists said. 

At present there seems little 
hope the government will come 
up with large sums of public 
money for the economy, given its 
contradictory policy of cutting 
back its own huge spending de- 
ficit. 

"They seem to have remark- 
ably little new to offer,” said an 
economist

Manila orders general’s arrest 
for plotting military rebellion

oeing hnnted in connection with the revolt. 


Aimed Forces Chief Fidel 
Rhinos told reporters be ordered 
the arrest of General Jose Znmd, 
who last July was involved in a 
«wp plot to restore ousted Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos. 

Gen. ZumeTs brother, Anto- 
nio, is a leader of the under- 
ground Communist Party. 

Gen. Ramos told reporters that 
so far 499 people, including 137 
dvihans and 13 officers, bad been 
arrested for taking part in die 
latest plot. 

President Corazon Aquino, 
campaigning in the southern Phi- 
lippines for the ratification of a 
draft constitution, told cheering 
crowds that both civilian and 
military plotters would be 
punished. 

Mr. Aquino’s National Affairs) 
Adviser Aquilino Pimentel said 
several well-known political fi- 
gures would be arrested in con- 
nection with die plot. 

He gave no names but several 
pro-Marcos politicians were re- 
ported to have gone underground 
during the occupation. 

He added that he believed that 
the military should be given a 


chance to show it can prosecute 
the soldiers who took part in the 
revolt 

The rebel troops are now in a 
Tniljirtiy camp while their superiors 
try to decide what action to take 
against them. 

Although Mis. Aquino has said 
punishment would be meted out 
to them, her military chiefs 
appeared to be taking, a more 
conciliatory approach.

In July, soldiers seized the 
Manila Hotel and Marcos follow- 
ers proclaimed Arturo Tolentino, 
a 75-year-old former senator and 
foreign minister, head of a rebel 
government.

2 killed in Spanish military bus attack 


ZARAGOZA, Spain (R) — Sus- 
pected Basque guerrillas blew up 
a Spanish military academy bus 
here Friday killing an army major 
and the civilian driver and injur- 
ing more than 36 people, military 
souces said. 

They said a 90-kilo car bomb 
exploded as the bus, ta kin g in- 
structors to tee academy in' this 
northern city, drove by in the 
morning rush hour. 

All 22 officers and non-com- 
missioned officers abroad tee bus 
and several passers-by were in- 
jured. they said. 

The blast, which occurred as 
parents were taking children to 
school, caused panic. It wrecked 
the bus, shattered windows over 
250 metres, and damaged the 
facade of the office of the Madrid 
government’s representative in 
tee region. 

Police, bunting a suspicious car 


spotted in the area shortly before 
the blast, sealed all roads ont of 
tee dty. 

Military sources said the attack 
bore the hallmark of the separat- 
ist organisation ETA fBasque 
Homeland and Freedom) which 
has often used car bombs in its 
18-year-old fight for a separate 
Basque state. 

If this were confirmed, it would 
be ETA’s first major attack this 
year. It killed 42 people last year. 

It was the first guerrilla attack 
in recent years in Zaragoza which 
houses tee Spanish Military 
Academy and a U.S. air base. 

Spain’s Crown Prince Felipe de 
Borbon studied last year at the 
academy which trains all Spanish 
army officer cadets. 

Military authorities named the 
two victims as Maj. Manuel 
Rivera Sanchez of the army en- 


gineering corps and driver Angel 
Jose Ramos Saavedra, a civilian. 

Officials said Defensive Minis- 
ter Nards Sena would fly to 
Zaragoza later Friday after a 
routine weekly cabinet meeting 
and might cancel a planned trip to 
Munich for a weekend meeting of 
NATO ministers. 

Interior Ministry sources said 
ETA could have carried out the 
attack as a show of strength fol- 
lowing the month's capture of 
nine suspected guerrillas accused 
of belonging to the organisation's 
“Madrid Commando." 

The government’s representa- 
tive in Zaragoza, Angel Luis Ser- 
rano, said the attack could be in 
retaliation for the transfer of 10 
ETA detainees to prisons in the 
province last week. The detainees 
have gone on hunger strike to 
protest against the transfer. 


Journalist links expulsion to 
Chinese political infighting 


HONG KONG (R) — American 
journalist Lawrence MacDonald 
said Ms expulsion by China Fri- 
day was linked to the conserva- 
tives gaining the upper hand in 
the political infighting. 

He told reporters after arriving 
in Hong Kong his expulsion was 
part of an effort to intimidate 
foreign journalists and Chinese 
students following nationwide 
student unrest in December. 

MacDonald, 32, a Peking cor- 
respondent for tee French news 
Agence France- Presse (AFP), 
denied China’s charges teat he 
had been engaged in activities 
incompatible with his status as a 
journalist. 

He called the allegations totally' 
groundless and absnrd as he only 
sought or received information 
directly related to Ins work for 
AFP during his two years in 
Peking, adding that his activities 
had been io accordance with the 
Chinese dictum “seek truth from 
fact." 

The official New China News 
Agency (NCNA) said MacDo- 
nald was expelled under orders 
from die Ministry of State Secur- 
ity, which is responsible for coun- 
ter-espionage activities, because 
AFP refused to transfer MacDo- 
nald out of China as required. 

Last Sunday, C hina said a 
Chinese student had been 
arrested in Tianjin and charged 
with passing intelligence to Mac-. 
Donald. 

MacDonald said he was 


ordered to go to the Public Secur- 
ity Bureau early this morning. He 
arrived with wife Hanna and 
AFFs Peking bureau Chief Ber- 
nard Degioanni. 

He said officials took him alone 
into a room and read him a 
brief statement in Chinese saying 
the State Security Ministry had 
determined that he had engaged 
in activities incompatible with his 
status as a journalist and would 
thus be expelled. 

He was required to sign the 
statement before the officials 
took him to the airport and put 
him on a fright to Hong Kong. 

AFP said it asked China three 
times for details of allegations 
against MacDonald but never got 
an explanation. It said MacDo- 
nald was in Shanghai on Dec. 24 
when student demonstrations 
took (dace in Tianjin. 

AFFs editor-in-chief Georges 
Biannic unsuccessfully appealed 
to the Foreign Ministry for a 
reversal of the order to transfer 
Lawrence out of China. 

He told reporters in Hong 
Kong that AFP protests most 
strongly against the expulsion 
“We regard tins as an unfriendly 
gesture and stress that the accusa- 
tions against Mr. MacDonald are 
totally unfounded,” he added. 

AIT’S head office in Paris 
issued a statement describing the 
Chinese action as a “flagrant 
violation of the most elementary 
rules of the right to information."

LONDON (R) — British Broad> 
casting Corporation (BBC) 
Director General AJasdair Milne 
has resigned, a move which fol- 
lows charges of news bias and a 
series of controversies at tee 
stale-chartered television and 
radio network. 

The BBC said in a statement 
that the 56-year-old Milne, who 
has served as director general 
since July 1982, resigned for 
“personal reasons.” The network 
declined to elaborate. 


The ruling Conservative Party 
last October attacked tee BBC, 
guaranteed editorial freedom 
under its 1927 charter, for an 
alleged left-wing bias in its news 
and public affairs programmes. 

Party Chairman Norman Tebitt 
cited examples of what he called 
tendentious reporting in BBC 
coverage of the U.S. raid on 
Libya m April. He later rejected, 
tee BBC’s response. 

Two weeks ago, the BBC drop- 
ped a planned special programme, 
revealing that Britain planned to 
launch a spy satellite over the 
Soviet Union, after the govern- 
ment said the broadcast would 
endanger national security. The 
programme’s researcher and pre- 
senter later detailed the plan in a 
magazine article. 


Mr. MOne had said in August 
1985 he had considered resigning 
over a BBC governing board de- 
cision to ban a documentary 
winch included an interview with 
a reputed Irish guerrilla leader. 

Many network journalists were 
critical of the way die pubhdy- 
ftmded BBC last October backed 
down in a libel action brought by 
two Conservative parliamenta- 
rians accused in a television prog- 
ramme of hnks with extreme 
right-wing groups.

Mulroney 
hints at new 
initiative on 
S. Africa 

HARARE (R) — Canadian 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney, 
ending a four-day visit to Zim- 
babwe, hinted Friday that a fresh 
Commonwealth initiative to fry 
to resolve South Africa's racial 
crisis was in the offing. 

He told a news conference that 
although a Commonwealth bid 
last year by the so-called Eminent 
Persons Group (EPG) failed to 
promote dialgoue between South 
Africa’s blacks and the white-led 
government, it had opened possi- 
ble avenues for those seeking 
peaceful change to apartheid race 
segregation policies. 

“We have not abandoned that 
(EPG) concept. We are coming 
back at it, pmhaps in a different 
way to ensure that those who 
wish to see the road of peaceful 
dialogue will have someone with 
whom to speak and to negotiate. 
This is what we are trying to do,”

Botha announces May 
6 elections for whites 


CAPE TOWN (R) — President 
P.W. Botha said Friday South 
Africa would hold a wbxtesonfy 
general election on May 6 and 
freed a mounting rebellion in the 
top ranks of tee ruling National 
Party (NP). 

The election, announced in » 
speech at the opening of parlia- 
ment, will be fought under a, 
national state of emergency 
which imposes unprecedented 
censorship. 

Homs earlier, the NP was 
rocked by tee resignation of one 
of its most articulate su ppor te rs, 
Dennis Worrell, who quit as 
ambassador to Britain in appa- 
rent protest against Mr. Botha’s 
failure to speed up re f or m s of 
apartheid racial segregation. . 

* Local press reports said Mr. 
Worrall, a former NP member of 
parliament, intended to stand as a 
candidate against a cabinet 
minister. 

The NP, already weakened by 
the defection of right-wingers 
who want to keep apartheid, has 
this monte lost several pro mi nent 
liberal supporters disenchanted 
that the government has not 
scrapped more racial segregation 
laws. 

The divisions among whites 
and the state of emergency 
threatened to make it the most 
bitter election campaign since the 
NP came to power in 1948, poli- 
tical analysts said. 

Mr. Botha’s speech contained 
no new moves to phase ont apar- 
theid which has resulted in the 
country’s 24 million blades — 
three-quarters of the population 
— being deprived of a parliamen- 
tary vote. 

He a gain rejected calk for a 
one-man, one-vote, non-radal 
democracy. “In our df c nm st- 
ances, tins demand cannot lead to 
a just dispensation he told 
the House of Assembly.

The emergency, imposed to 
st amp down on political violence, 
1 severely restricts what all poEfi- 
riflim except minis ters can Say 
outride parliament. 

It is illegal to speak out or for 
newspapers to report unautho- 
rised statements on security force 
action, political boycotts or the 
conditions in which some 25,000 
people have been held under tee 
emergency. 

Hours before the election 
announcement, Mr. Botha gave 
Police Commissioner Johan Coet- 
zee wide-ranging powers to ex- 
tend media censorship. 

A special government gazette 
empowered Coetzee to bar the 
publication or broadcasting of 
“any matter” he chooses. The 
police chief immediately used his 
powers to outlaw advertisements 
s upp ort in g the banned African 
National Congress (ANC) guer- 
rilla m o v emen t. 

The order overrode the sup- 
reme court, 'which had earlier 
quashed a Jan. 8 decree banning 
reports or advertisements ex- 
plaining tee strategy of illegal 
groups. 

The original order was imposed 
after ne w sp ap ers carried adver- 
tisements calling on the author- 
ities to “let the ANC speak for 
itself,” infuriating the govern- 
ment which has branded the 
ANC a terrorist organisation. 


Gorbachev calls for action 
to carry out plenum decisions 


MOSCOW (R) — Kremlin lead- 
er Mikhail Gorbachev, giving a 
further sign that his reform poli- 
cies are facing resistance, has 
called for immediate action to 
push through decisions taken by a 
major Communist Party meeting. 

In dosing remarks to tee Cen- 
tral Committee plenum, he ex- 
pressed cautious satisfaction that 
it had helped advance his drive 
for social rejuvenation but said all 
now depended on how words 
were translated into deeds. 

The twoAlay meeting ended on 
Wednesday with the promotion 
of three men dose to Mr. Gor- 
bachev. But ' one ally of late 
Kremlin leader Leonid Brezhnev, 
now heavily criticise d for 
allowing the country to stagnate, 
remained on the ruling potitburo. 

The 307-member committee 
also endorsed Mr. Gorbachev’s 
proposals for making party elec- 
tion procedures more democratic 
but the language was vagner than 
be used in his main speech to tire 
plenum on Tuesday. 

His final words were reported 
by TASS news agency Thursday

Western analysts, commenting 
on the outcome of the plenum, 
said it was dear Mr. Gorbachev 
still freed a long haul in his bid to 
modernise the vast, cratrally- 
platmed system. 

Mr. Gorbachev underlined this 
in his dosing remarks, saying 
reorganisation was “no stroll 
along a well-beaten path but an 
ascent, often throu gh wilder- 
ness.” p 

In dear reference to bureauc- 
rats who are still blocking his 
way, be said it was high time to. 
end “debates on whether we need 
change or not” 

“It is necessary to act, act awl 
act Energetically, danntlessly. 


constructively and competently,” 
he said. 

The plenum had, however, 
p erce pti bly advanced the process 
of change and laid a solid founda- 
tion for further progress. Head- 
way had been' made, thanfas to 
popular support, and successes as 
well as fadings should be recog- 
nised, be said. 

Returning to his Tuesday call 
for multiple candidacies and sec- 
ret ballots in party elections, Mr. 
Gorbachev said increasing demo- 
cracy was the key to his whole 
reform policy. Only in tins way 
could the people be drawn into 
the process and past mistake* be 
avoided. 

Total public honesty was also 
essential. 

“As never before, we need 
now more fight so that the party 
and people can know everything, 
so that no dark nooks are left to 
become overgrown with mould 
again,” he said in apparent refer- 
ence to Brezhnev’s rule. 

- But the Central Committee re- 
solution said more vaguely that it 
supported the need “to improve 
the mechanism of the formation 
of elective party bodies at all 
levels. In the sense of farther 
democratising it.” 

The resolution also foiled to 
refer to a proposal by Mr. Gor- 
bachev for a party conference of 
the kind held regularly under the 
Soviet Union’s founder, Vladimir 
Lenin, and which often produced 
lively policy debates. The last 
such conference was held in 1941. 

But Mr. Gorbachev said in his 
dosing speech that tire committee 
had spoken in favour of the con- 
ference and, making dear that he 
did not intend to drop the idea, 
he called on the politburo to draw 
to plans for it to be submitted to 
the wider party soon. 


UNICEF reports 360 children under 
five die daily in Angola, Mozambique 


LONDON (AP) — War and 
poverty have inflicted the world’s 
highest death rates for yonng 
children on Angola and Mozam- 
bique, the United Nations Chil- 
dren’s Fund said Thursday. 

At least 360 children under the 
age of 5 die of starvation and 
disease in the two southern Afri- 
can countries, said a UNICEF 
report called “Children of Wan 
The Impact of Apartheid, Des- 
frbflfaatwn and Warfare in 
Southern Africa.” 

Economic ondcnJcvelopmen t, 
compounded by guerrilla wars 
with South African4)acked rebels 
and attacks by South African 
forces, have caused mortality 
rates for young children of up to 
375 deaths per 1,000 — tee high- 
est in the world, die report said. 

“Tte‘Cqmk&t of a Jumbo Jet 
foil of chudreu are dying every 
day” and the number is rising, 
said UNICEF Director General 
James P. Grant 
“The toD is horrendous ... and 
we can do something, the rest of 
the world that cares can do some- 
concrete,” he told a news

The report estimated there

‘These deaths could have been 
prevented had peace prevailed, 
and had undamaged economies 
and health programmes con- 
tinued to have the promised im- 
pact on child welfare,” the report 
said. 

UNICEF’s executive board will 
meet in April to discuss the find- 
ings in the report, he sakC . 

Since they won independence 
in 1975, both Angola and 
Mozambique have been beset by 
internal fighting and external- 
attacks from South Africa, the 
report said. Since 1980, South 
Africa also has destabilised their 
economies by “the weakening- of 
destruction of alternative trade 
routes” through their territories, 
it said. 

“In the last few months. thc : 


sabotage and d isrupti on of 
alternative transportation routes 
has escalated sharply, particularly 
in Mozambique,” it said.

“Most of these deaths are not 
caused by bullets or by beatings 
but by malnutrition and diarrhea, 
un t re ated diseases and nrnnmtkfl- 
tions not given, lack of access to 
pure water and to drikL-care ch- 
ines, and inadequate health 
education,” it said.
